In the Auaust issue of tha MM higan Townshin 


News, Professor Robert Hotaling of M.S. U., Staff 
Consultant, Michigan Townships Association wrote on 
the subject of zoning and “Lots of Record”. This 
subject generates many questions which reach my 
office so 1 will pass along some of his comments on 
the subject. 

“Lots of Record” are those real estate parcels 
existing as legally separate pieces of property at the 
time of the effective date of (1) an adopted zoning 
ordinance or (2) any subsequent amendment to a 
zoning ordinance. 

They are legal pieces of property, and are 
protected from possible confiscation by nonconfor- 
mance to an adopted zoning ordinance by section 16 of 
“The Township Zoning Act”, which is quoted as 
follows: 

125.286 Existing Buildings, Dwellings and Land 
Uses. Section 16. The lawful use of any dwelling, 
building or structure and of any land or premise as 
existing and lawful at the time of enactment of a zoning 
ordinance, or, in the case of an amendment of an 
ordinance, then at the time of such amendment, may

TOP PRIORITY 

Gang violence that is ripping 
through Detroit is demanding 
legistation on the Juvenile 
Code. Steps must be taken to 
protect citizens from these rov- 
ing gangs of kids who are 
robbing, raping and_ kiting. 
Under current Michigan law the 
juvenile court has exclusive 
jurisdiction over an offender 
under the age of 17, regardless 
of the offense. 

Several measures have been 
proposed to change this. One 
would cause minors over 15 
who are charged with violent 
felonies to be tried as adults. 


The same measure would Dro: 


vide that minors over 15 be tried 


- as adults on second offenses of 


non-violent crimes. 

On the other end of the spec- 
trum is a measure that would 
give the juvenile court juris- 
diction over offenders up to the 
age of 18, plus eliminate en- 
tirely status offenses from the 
jurisdiction of the juvenile court. 
Status offenses include such 
things as running away from 
home and truancy. 

On more of a middle ground 
is a bill proposed by House 
Republican Leader Dennis O. 
Cawthorne of Manistee. It con- 
tains a new concept of “youth- 
ful offender,” under which 
nersons hetween the ages of 14 
and 18 can be confined for up to 
three years for commission of a 
felony. Such confinement would 
be placement in a youthful 
offender program segregated 
from other offenders, adult and 
juvenile. 

Also under the Cawthorne bili 
detention of status offenders 
would be permitted as a last 
resort after a positive finding 
that all non-secure facilities fai! 
to meet the youngster’s needs. 
It also requires that the state 
provide locat or regional child 
care facilities which must in- 
clude separate units for various 
kinds of youthful offenders. 

One Detroit juvenile court 
judge pointed out that the state 
spends a million doliars a year 
to hire lawyers to defend ju- 
venile criminals. But when it 
comes to protecting the interest 
of the community the state 
spends oniy $100,000 a year for 


prosecutors. 


Don’t Knock 
The Cattails

other aquatic plants thr’ sow 
near the inlets to lakes. *..0se 
cattails trap nutrients that :1h- 


erwise would get out into the 
lake and cause algae blooms 
and plankton. 

The reason the aquatic plants 
are growing where they are is 
because they are getting a 
supply of nutrients from some 
place. As a lake is developed, 
more sources cf nutrients are 
becoming available. This is par- 
ticularly true where the natural 
nutrient traps the marshes, 
swamps and wetlands are filled 
for housing developments. 

The first line of attack on 
aquatic plants is not the weeds 
themselves, but the source of 
nutrients which supply them. 
These plant foods come off the 
land. 

Once you get a week har- 
yesting program, you harvest 
weeds every year because as 
long as plant food enters the 
lake the weeds will keep right 
ongrowing.

at Ford party 


The Republican National convention 
is over, but the memories that tinger on 
in my mind are dominated by Ronald 


Reagan. 

True, Gerald Ford and not Ronald 
Reagan came out on top in Kansas City; 
but the convention, it seems to me, 
belonged not to Ford but to Reagan. 

Ford won the nomination but by less 
than 100 votes. For a sitting President 
to come that close to the sack is certain 
testimony for the challenger, and not 
necessarily for the champion. 

Probably there were enough Gele- 
gates whose hearts beionged to Reagan 
although their votes belonged to Ford to 
have turned ine decision around, under 
other circumstances. 

But Ford won; the history Dooks say 
so. in victory, it appeared that Ford did 
just the right things. His acceptance 


speech was a fine one. His entire. 


demeanor in victory — inviting Reagan 
to the platform, for example - carried 
just the right tone. And his family, Betty 
Ford and the kids, performed winningly, 
too. 4 

Many Reagan partisans likely will 
carry their disappointment to extremes. 
Like many liberals in the Democratic 
parity, many conservatives in the 
Republican party have long and con- 
trolling memories, and defeat goes 
down with great difficulty, if at afl. 

That Ford is conservative matters not 
to the hard lasers; the fact is that Ford 
is not their conservative, Reagan is. The 
difference, aithough indistinguishable 
to many of us, could result in slackened 
partisan effort, and eventually a break- 
away to a third party. : 

Selection of Sen. Robert Dole as 
Ford's running mate came as a surprise 
to me. | confidently predicted to anyone 
who asked, and some who didn’t, that 
Mr. Reagan would wind up on the Ford 
ticket as the ultimate in party unity and 
political healing - which kept my record 
in political prognosticiation up to snuff 
for the year. 

Dole’s selection underiines the theory 


that the aim in selecting a running mate 


is not to add strength, but to avoid 
drawbacks. Dole seems to fit that moid.

neither adding nor subtracting from 
Ford’s appeal. As Ford explained in 
Kansas City: 

"Bob Dole has been a team player. 
Bob Dole’s philosophy and mine 
coincide almost identically.

Bob Dole will help 
to heal any divisiveness within the 
party.” 

Obviously, President Ford feels com- 
fortable wiih Dole. Personally, I'd feel a 
bit more comfortable if the President 
had cited Mr. Dole’s qualifications to 
run the country as one of the reasons he 
picked him for vice president. 

The convention role of a couple of 
political opposites was particularity in- 
triguing. 

Richard Schweiker, the ultra- 
liberal Republican, accepted the role as 
Mr. Reagan’s running mate in a highly 
unusual political device hauled out by 
the Reagan forces; Sen. James Buck- 
ley, the ultra-conservative Republican, 
briefly flew his own presidential trial 
‘balloon in yet another political device 
hauled vut by Reagan forces. 

Both devices were doomed from the 
outset, and almost any objective viewer 
could easily see they wouldn't work. In 
addition, poin senaiors may have 
harmed their own political fortunes 
back home by taking up the cudgels as 
they did. 

But big-time politics has a strange. 
and beguiling effect even on the sea- 
soned. 

The still small voice that whispers in 
the ear of the politicians “it just might 
be you” was Calling clearly to both Sen. 
Schweiker and Sen. Buckley. Their 
responses illustrate perfectly the stran- 
glehold presidentiai politics can achieve 
upon the reason of intelligent men. 
Keeping that in mind helps to explain 
many otherwise unexplainable develop- 
ments in the presidential arena. 

So now they're off and running - 
Jimmy Carter and Walter Mondale for 
the Democrats, and. Jerry Ford and 
Robert Dole for the Repubticans. 

As of now, I’d have to bet that Carter 
will win; and remember | haven’t been 
wrong in predictions since i confidently 
forcast Ronald Reagan for vice presi- 
dent on Mr. Ford's ticket.

WHEREAS: The Federal Government through the Energy 
Research and Development Administration has proposed explora- 
tory test drilling in Sec. 30, Wilson Township, Alpena County, 
Michigan for the purpose of establishing the area's suitability for 
disposal or storage of highly toxic radio-active nuclear waste 
material into below surface salt formations, and, 

WHEREAS: The Federal Authorities have indicated that local 
governmental units as well as the Stale Government will have no 
contro! or veto power over the proposed project, and 

WHEREAS: The placement.ot these materials into salt 
formations located immediately adjacent to the largest bodies of 
fresh water in the world poses a direct threat of contamination and 
subsequent contamination to large population centers located 
within the drainage pattern of the Great Lakes Systems extending 
as far as the Eastern Seaboard and affecting Canada as well as the 
United States, and 

WHEREAS: The tong term safety of the project depends on 
preventing the intrusion of water into the salt beds by any means, 
which could occur by natural means as weii as jaiiure of overiying 
of underlying shate in ages to come, and, 

WHEREAS: The waste materials are estimated to remain toxic 
over a period of 500,000 years thus posing great unknown 
influencing factors and dangers to which no mortal man can give 
definite answers, and, 

WHEREAS: The proposed Michigan site is located in a 
growing population area where the tourist industry plays an 
important part in the economy and such industry would be 
adversely affected by the area being used as a nuclear waste 
disposal dump, and, 

WHEREAS: Other oprions for nuclear waste disposal exist and 
have not been fully researched and explored and salt bed burial

WHEREAS, the State of Michigan enjoys a disproportionate 
share of the Moior Vehicie Highway Funds inasmuch as they 
receive 44.5% of money with only 8% of the mileage {9.322 miles) 
compared with 35.7% to the 83 County Hoad Commissions 
responsibie for 75.9% of the Mileage (88,048 miles); and 

WHEREAS, We are in sympathy with the needs of the major 
citles in the Mass Transit area, we are also cognizant of the tact 
that the cities’ survival is even more dependent on the production 
and delivery of agricultural products of this State’s agricultural 
industry; and 

WHEREAS, the neglect of local roads due to the negligence 
and almost total lack of funding from the Motor Vehicle Highway 
Fund which is supported by the purchase of motor fuel and license 
fees by all operators of automobiles and trucks who demand the 
use of iocai roads; and 

WHEREAS, The present condition of the local road system is 
causing restrictions and deterioration of equipment to the extent 
that It works a considerable hardship on the very people who 
provide the funds to the Motor Vehicle Highway Fund and adds to 
the cost of agricultural products at the expense of the purchasers, 
including those in major cities; and 

WHEREAS, The necessitated load reductions because of 
inadequate bridges and other focal road conditions have an adverse

The poems of Col. Arent 
Schuyler de Peyster, though 
perhaps not the best. were at 
least among the first to be 
written in the Old Northwest. De 
Peyster, who was a soldier first 
and a poet second, found re- 
laxation during his off-duty 
hours by composing rhymes 
about his acquaintances and 
surroundings at Michilimacki- 
hac and at Detron during the 
Revoluticnary War. 

Though he probably had 
plenty of excitement in his 
service as commanding officer 
at these two strategic British 
posts and elsewhere during his 
long military career, one of de 
Peyster's greatest thrills — 
considering his bent for things 
poetic — must have been one 
that occurred after his retire- 
ment from the army. That was at 
Oumfries, Scotland, in 1795 
when the colonel agreed to 
serve as major commandant of 
the First Company of the Dum- 
fries Volunteers, a home guard 
unit, Among the members of his 
company was Robert Burns, the 
poet who became one of the 
best known Scots, 

The colone! and his famous 
subordinate had carried on a 
poetic controversy for a time on 
the pages of their local news- 
paper, the Dumfries Journal, 
but they were friends. One of 
the last of Burn’s poetical com- 
positions, “Poem on Life,” was 
addressed to de Peyster in 
tesponse to his inquiry con- 
cerning the health of the 
Scottish bard. That poem, writ- 
ten in 1796, the year of Burn’s 
death at the age of 37, begins: 
“My honor'd Colonel, deep | feet 
Your interest in the Poet's weal; 
Ah!now sma’ heart haa! to speel 

The steep Parnassus, 
Surrounded thus by bolus pill, 
And potion glasses ...” 

De Pavstar, who also died at 
Dumfries, was 96 at the time of 
his death in 1832. He had 
enlisted in the Eighth or King's 
Regiment of Foot in 1755 and 
served in various parts of North 
America under his uncle, Col. 
Peter Schuyler. He was named 
commandant and lieutenant go- 
vernor at Michilimackinac (now 

ckinaw City,- Michigan) in 
1774. De Peyster served at 
Detroit for a part of 1776 and 
then in 1779, after Lt. Gov. 
Henry Hartiion of that post 
was captured by George Rogers 
Clark at Vincennes, he was 
transferred 10 Detroit and re- 
mained In command there until 
1784. ¥ 

Many of the poems that de 
Peyster wrote at Michilimacki- 
nac and at Detroit were Pub- 
lished after he returned to 
Scotland in a volume entitled 
“Miscellanies by an Officer.” 
The subject matter of some of 
de Peyster's poems was of an 
obvious military nature. These 
include “The Drill Sergeant,” 
written after a force from Detroit 
captured an important post at 
the Cedars, about 50 miles 
southwest of Montreal, in 1776. 
In the concluding stanza de 
Peyster wrote: 

“We beat them at the Cedars, 

With those we call our light men 
Who, that same day, 
Heard Yankeys say 

They never saw such tight men. 
Here and there, 
Everywhere. 

That the Kings boys may be 

found, 
Fight and die! 
Be the cry 

Ere in battle to give ground.” 

Others, such as this one with 
the langthy title “To a Beautiful 
Young Lady Who Had on One of 
Those Abominable Straw Caps 
or Bonnets in the Form of a 
Bee-hive,” were quite romantic: 


Gordon Gj. “Bete 
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“While you persist that cap to 
wear, 

Migs, fat a friend contrive 
So that the bees, when swarm- 
ing near, 

Shan't take it for a hive. 
“For lest you some precaution 
take, 

I'll be in constant dread 
That, through a mouth so 
sweet, they'd make 

A lodgement in your head. 
“Where such loud buzzing they 
would keen, 

And so distract your brain, 
That you'd not get one wink of 
Sleep 

Till they buzzed out again. 
“Wherefore, to disappoint the 
bees, 

What I'd advise is this: 
Close your sweet lips, when, if 
you please, 

I'll seal them with a kiss.” 

Then, there were those that 
reflected the conflict of inter- 
ests between the civilian and 
military elements of the posts 
that de Peyster commanded. 
One of these was entitled “The 
Ghost of Old Cocosh (a Pig) 
Shot by the Guard in the King's 
Naval Yard at Detroit.”

Township Board shall provide in any zoning ordinance 
for the completion, restoration, reconstruction, 
extension or substitution of nonconforming uses upon 
such reasonable terms as may be set forth in the 
zoning ordinance. ~ 

In other words the “Develooment Rights” of “Lots 
of Record” must be preserved and protected just like 
any other “Legal” piece of property. 

The only possible refusal by a municipality of any 
“Lot of Record” would have to be for the same 
reason(s) any legally constituted piece of property 
would also be refused. Basically, the reason for 
refusing any property the right of development is where 
ine poieniial resuiis from such developmeni would 
create a health, safety or general welfare condition that 
would not be in the public interest. Any such condition 
must be spciled out in health. safety or general welfare 
regulations that apply to all properties equally. 

Lots and parcels not legally recorded prior to the 
effective date of a zoning ordinance, and any lots, lot 
splits, parceis, metes and bounds defined parcels or 
any other subdivision of land that are created 
subsequent to the effective date of a zoning ordinance, 
cannot be considered as legally constituted parcels or 
lots, unless they meet all zoning specifications and 
standards as well as all other legal requirements. 

It should be kept in mind that “Lots ot Kecord” are 
kept legal by the language of section 16 mentioned 
above. In no way can this state law be changed or 
abridged by 2 Township Board, Planning Commission, 
Zoning Board, Zoning Board of Appeals or any other 
agency or official except in general conformance with 
the ways and means expressed earlier in this article. 

Lots of Record are unfortunate happenstances of 
changes in development requirements so often found 
in zoning and rezoning procedures. It is difficult to 
correct all of the “ills” of the past; so judicious - fair 
and equitable - treatment is still the basic

Michigan voters will have at 
feast three proposals to decide 
at the polls in November and the 

tate Board of Canvassers is 
considering a fourth. 

The Board of Canvassers has 
approved ballot issues calling 
for a ban on non-returnable 
beverage bottles and cans, low- 
ering of the minimum age for 
legistators and a measure limit- 
ina state spendina. 

Proposal A, the non-return- 
able bottle ban, was placed on 
ihe balioi by a siaie-wide pe- 
tition drive as was Proposal © to 
limit state -spending to 8.3 
percent of the total income 
earned in the state. 

Proposal 8B, which reduced 
the minimum age for legislators 
from 21 to 18, got to the ballot 
by legislative resolution. 

The Board of Canvassers, at 
this writing, are holding open 
the Proposal D position for a 
proposa! that would remove the 
ban on a graduated income tax. 
The petitions submitted to get 
this proposal on the ballot are 
undergoing challenge by the 
Michigan State Chamber of 
Commerce and other business 
interests who claim they have
